Our immediate prob- 
lem has been to carry him through 
the intervening period of abnormal 
and war-stimulated surpluses. After 
that we shall face the real problem of 
our long future—the problem of main- 
taining a prosperous, self-reliant, 
confident agriculture in a country pre- 
ponderantly commercial and indus- 
trial. It has been attested by all ex- 
perience that agriculture tends to dis- 
couragement and decadence whenever 
the predominate interests of the coun- 
try turn to manufacture and trade. 
We must prevent that in America. I 
believe the land grant college is the 
main great agency for its prevention. 
It has added a new element to the 
equation which has never before been 
in it. You must make that element 
decisive. 

“It is true there are some countries 
in which the balance of these ele- 
ments has been so well maintained 
that agriculture has continued to 
flourish alongside prosperous indus- 
tries and successful commerce. But 
these are found where the population 
is approximately static and the com- 
munity comparatively self-contained. 
We must look forward to a long-con- 
tinning increase of population. We 
must realize that our relationships 
with the outside world, already enor- 
mously important, will increase in 
number, complexity and importance 
in their influences on our secial struc- 
ture. 

Must Begin to Prepare. 

“We cannot begin too soon to pre: 
pare tor this future. It may seem 
contradictory to suggest that in a 
time when we are embarrassed with 
surpluses, for which markets are not 
easily to be found, we must begin 
to plan for exactly opposite eondi- 
tions. But it is not really a contra- 
diction. The organizations and meth- 
ods which look to economies and ef- 
ficiencies in producing and distribut- 
ing wil be equally useful, equally 
necessary, in either set of circum- 
stances. To fail in establishing these 
instruments will commit us ito that 
most inexcusable of economic sins, a 
deliberate policy of sheer waeeful- 
ness. And wastefulness, whether in 
disposing of a surplus or permitting 
a deficiency, in the end can only re- 
sult <n calamity. 

“Finally, you will remember that 
America has but one great staple 
product. We till the soil, we operate 
our industries, we develop transpore 
tation, we engage in commerce, we 
encourage the arts and sciences, but 
these are only means to an end. They 
are all carried on in order that Amer- 
ica may produce men and women

Had Lodge 
lived, Butler would have gone into 
the cabinet and it was with that 
understanding that he withdrew from 
the senatorial race ih Massachusetts 
last spring. 

New Type of Politician. 

The new senator, appointed Thurs- 
day by Governor Cox, is new in na- 
tional politics, though he has been 
influential in Massachusetts affairs 
for years. 

He is almost as uncommunicative 
as Coolidge, and goes at_ politica) 
business with the same driving seri- 
ousness that enabled him to build. up 
a tremendous textile milling business 
in New JTngland. 

He is a new type of politician in 
national affairs, having little respect 
for the traditional, back-slapping, 
yarn-spinning buncombe with which 
the old school politician cushions his 
activity. 

Lodge, the last of the old scholarly 
men of leisure, who took up polities 
fs a profession, is succeeded by a 
perfect specimen of the new type, the 
man of big affairs who goes into 
politics as a business. Rutler is a 
product of the industrial age. 

To Have Strong Influence. 

The new senator’s influence on re- 
publican policies will be great. He is 
a strict conservative, who as a 
strong contempt for the La Follette 
school.

Although nearly $6,000,000 is need- 
ed to carry out the school program 
mapped out for Atlanta in 1925, a 
bond issue probably will not be urged. 
members o” the board of education 
stated Thursday. Willis A. ‘Sutton, 
superintendent of schools, who re- 
turned Thursday after being absent 
from the city all week, indicated that 
he would not urge a bond issue. 

“We certainly. need a great deal of 
money,” one member of the board 
said, ‘and the only way we can get 
it is tricugh a bond issue, but I do 
not think it advisable to insist on a 
bond issue next year. If we had not 
built a large number of portable units 
this year, new buildings would have 
been an absolute necessity in 1925, 
but under present conditions we may 


be abie to struggle through wntil a 
bond issue can be floated in 1926.” 


1925 Needs Outlined. 


Heads of all school departments, 
in contlerence last week, began out- 
lining of improvements thought to be 
necessary next year. Approximately 
$500.000 will be needed for the Hen- 
ry W. Grady Senior High school for 
boys, and an equal amount will be re- 
quired tor the new Girls’ High school 
building, it’is stated. In addition, al- 
most £250,000 will be needed for 
each of the four junior high schools, 
they cleim, and it also is hoped that 
enougn money can be obtained to 
build several new grammar _§ school 
buildings, and improve and enlarge a 
number of others. 

It is planned to ask city council 
for an eppropriation. of $500,000 to 
be use] in enlarging the Grady school 
and Hoke Smith Junior High’ school, 
as it nas been pointed out that facili- 
ties will be inadequate to care for the 
increased number of students expect- 
ed next fall. It is thought that be- 
cause all junior high schools next 
spring will graduate the first classes 
since their establishment three years 
ago, attendance at the Grady High 
school, vzhich houses students of both 
Boys’ High and Tech High units, will 
be increased about 1,000. At the 
Smith school, it is claimed, the eighth 
grade is now quartered at Commer- 
cial High school, and. as that space 


will be needed by Commercial High |.anta weather burean. 


aext year, it is essential that more 
room be provided at the Smith build- 
ing. 

Keferendum Suggested. 

A tentative outline of what are 
considered necessary improvements 
probably will be completed by school 
officials this month and will be pre- 
sented to the board of education at 
the regular December meeting. It is 
possible that at that time, the board 
may vote to ask council to hold a 
referendum on the question of float- 
ing a bond issue. 

The school department now faces a 
deficit of approximately $832,000, 
which will be increased to almost 
$1.000.000 by January 1. [@ is ex- 
nected that the department’s 26 per 
eent share of the city’s gross 1925 
revenues will amount to about $3,- 
000,000. which, minus the deficit, 
would leave only $2,000,000 for op- 
erating expenses and payrolls for the 
entire year. As_ estimated payrolls 
will be practically that amount, it 
appears to be certain that the de- 
partment still will face a huge deficit 
at the end of 1925, as no money will 
he -available for operating expenses 
for next year.

Houston, Texas, November 13.— 
Atrocities which will amaze the world 
when they aré known have been com- 
mitted in the Republic of Geo€zia by 
bolshevists during the past year, ac- 


cording to an interview with Prince 
David Mdivani, of that little nation, 
printeu today by The Houston Post- 
Dispatch. 

Determined to force th little state, 
of such strategic and economic value, 
inte submission to its rule, Prince Da- 
vid said, the red government is resort- 
ing to methods of cold-blooded butch- 
ery. The prince, who arrived here this 
week, was forced to flee from his na- 
tive land hecause of threats on his life. 

Since 1919 he said at least 20,000 
Georgians have been siaughtered with- 
out trials. A_ shipload of watives 
was taken out on the Caspian sea and 
the vessel sunk, with none rescued. 
Others are called to their doors and 
shot down. Rigorous censorship is in 
effect. 

In 1919, after fifty vears of Russian 
domination, Georgia rebelled and set 
up a republic at Tiflis. The prince's 
father, Zhre Mdivani, renounced his 
title and was made premier to the pro- 
visional president. The land was hap- 
py for but a short time. The bolshe- 
viki soon realized the importance of 
dominating Georgia and sent an arniy 
of 50.000 against the Georgians. Aft- 
er gaining control. .the  bolshevists 
either deported or killed the elder men 
of the fighting age an1 subjugated the 
younger men. 

Prince David sai. there are, be- 
sides himelf, about 30 Georgians in the 
United States. They are studying 
American laws and American stand- 
ards with the view to some day re- 
turning to their nat::e land and mak- 
ing it as near like America as possible.

(Below is the twenty-first of a series of 
articles on agencies sharing in the Com- 
munity Chest, which are being supplied by 
the Chest and published by The Constitu- 
tion. } 


Notwithstanding that the Carrie 
Steele orphanage is housed in an old 
trick building, thoroughly inadequate 
for its needs, and that the structure 
is in a neighborhood that is sid 
to be unsuited for the location of a 
negro orphanage, thia institution is 
furnishing food and shelter in a thor- 
eughly efficient manner, for about 50 
fatherless waifs that might otherwise 
he upon the streets of the city. 

The Carrie Steele orphanage, before 
‘ts connection with the Community 
(Chest, which now provides its suste- 
nance, was a municipal charity, in- 
mates being sent to the institution 
fiom the juvenile courts and from 
other places of this nature. The in- 
stitution is more than a quarter cen- 
tury old, having been in:ugurated 
as a home for deserted and neglected 
«lored boys and girls by a colored 
woman who sold her home and de- 
voted the proceeds to this worthy in- 
stitution. The official name of the 
orphanage is the Carrie Steele Logan 
home. For many years it was de- 
yendent upon the city for its ex- 
senses. amd improvements and extra 
expenditures had to be provided for 
by collections made by friends upon 
the streets of the city. 

Motley Gathering. 

In view of the fact that the city 
sovernment provided its current ex- 
penses, the municipality reserved the 
neht to send whatever colored waifs 
fell into the hands of the authorities 
io this institution. The consequence 
o* this arrangement was a motley 
zathering of all kinds of children 
every degree of poverty and ignorance, 
Ti has been a constant source 
anxiety, it was explained, 
of the matron and officials to pre- 
vent inmates from being infected with 
diseases and their morals from suf- 
‘ering at the hands of newcomers, 
fvery effort, however, is made to 
combat both disease and evil influ- 
eyces, and officials of the institution 
are gratified at the success with which 
this feature of the institution has 
teen handled.

In. addition to the thorough training 
that each child receives in sanitation 
and wholesome living, inmates are 
given the benefit of secular and reli- 
gious training. Children are sent to 
the Carrie Steele school. an aged 
building within a few yards of the 
orphanage that is a part of the public 
school system of Atlanta, wnd which, 
ou account of its unsightly condition 
and its delapidated state, has been re- 
ferred to 26 a disgrace to the city. 

In addition to the training teceived 
by the children in thep ublic school, 
they are given domestic science, sew- 
ing, millinery. housework and other 
occupations that will serve to fit 
them for positions in life. 

Dilapidated Building. 

In this home are 28 girls and 22 
boys, all of whom are given good 
elothing, clean beds. and wholesome 
food. The old home has been made 
as comfortable as its age and ill-ar- 
ranged interior would permit. and the 
children seem contented and happy in 
the big honse where thev zxre shown 
every kindness by the competent wom- 
en in charze. 

Large cracks in the walls of this 
building, which appear to be danger- 
ous from 12 casual inspection, cause 
some uneasiness among the inhates, 
and it is expected that a movement 
will be inaugurated to ereet a new 
home for this orphanage. as well as 
a new school in place of the present 
unsightly structure. It is also ex- 
pected that efforts will be made to 
remove the orphanage and the build- 
ing to a more chickly-populated col- 
ored section, as the i--+*+ntions are 
plainly out of place at present. The 
nearest negro settlement is almost 
a mile aw.
